“The private side track arrangements 
by which unfair inside rates have been 
enjoyed by some of the big industries of 
the country, the earning of more than a 
fair return on private car investments, 
the payment of commissions of various 
sorts or rebates or preferentiai rates in 
any form ought to be entirely discontin- 
ued. 

“IT am sure there is not a railroad man 
here who does not heartily approve of 
this declaration. My own opinion is that 
if all viclous discriminations can be abol- 


| ied the question of rates will adjust it- 


self. I consider it a great piece of good 
fortune for every man, woman, and child 
in this country that, in the settlement of 
this matter, the rights of property as well 
as the rights of the people are not to be 
overlooked by the President. All he wants 
in railroad legislation is that which is fair 
and that which will endure.” 

The American railway appliance ex- 
hibition was formally opened at noon to- 
day in the presence of nearly a thou- 
sand delegates to the International Rail- 
way Congress. Speeches were made by 
Secretary Taft, Secretary Morton, Presi- 
dent George A. Post of the exhibit, Dis- 
trict Commissioner MacFarland, T. L. 
Lawrence, Deputy Chairman of the Lon- 
don Northwest Railway, and Stuyvesant 
Fish, President of the American section 
of the congress. 

The foreign delegates spent the morn- 
ing sightseeing. The exhibit occupied the 
Government reservation at the foot of the 
Washington Monument, and consists of 
nearly 400 separate exhibits, housed in 


|} nearly a hundred pavilions. 


President Post in calling the congress 
to order described the exhibit and its 
purposes. George Westinghouse was made 
the exercises. In his ac- 
ceptance he predicted a new era in rail- 
roading by the substitution of electricity 
for steam. Secretary Morton was the 
next speaker. He said in part: 

‘The railroad freight rates in the Unit- 
ed States are low. No other country has 
any such cheap carriage of goods. There 
are very few complaints of rates in_this 
country because they are too high. Com- 
plaints of extortionate rates are the ex- 
ception, not the rule. Rates are lower in 
the United States than anywhere else in 
the world. The wages paid by American 
their employes approximate 
at least 50 per cent. more than the wages 
paid to railroad men in other lands.” 

Secretary Taft spoke in a humorous 
vein. ‘‘ There are a number of railway 
appliances I do not see in this exhibit,” 
said he. ‘‘ They are the courts, the in- 
junctions, and the receivers. But I have 
no doubt, as I look down on this well-fed 
audience, there are gentlemen here who 
would be willing to accept positions as re- 
ceivers.”’ 


HILL TALKS OF RATES. 


Tells Senators Discrimination Is Ne- 
cessary—Will Mect Canal Tariffs. 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—James J. Hill, 

President of the Great Northern Rail- 

way Company, appeared before the Sen- 

ate Committee on Inter-State Commerce 
to-day. He cited instances where rate dis- 
criminations were necessary, and declared 
that if the roads received fair treatment 
rates would be reduced one-half a cent 


a ton per mile in twenty years. He said,

; Department. Fleischmann, who at first 
| denied his identity, finally admitted thai 
he was the boy for whom the police of 
! nearly every city in the county had been 
searching. 

Inspector O’Brien of the New York De- 
tective Bireau was notified of the finding 
of Fleischmann, and the father of the boy 
is expected to arrive here to-morrow 
night. 

Some of the shipmates of Fleischmann a 
few days ago saw an account of the dis- 
appearance of the boy and also a descrip- 
tion and noted the resemblance it bore to 
the bluejacket on the Franklin. Word 
was sent to New York and a letter was 
received to-day by Chief Boush asking 
that the identification be made. 

Detective Connors, with several pictures 
of the boy in his possession, went aboard 
the Franklin, and Fleischmann was | 
brought out of the brig, where he was 
confined, awaiting trial for desertion. 
Fleischmann was stripped and examined, | 
and marks tallying with the description | 
were found on his body. 

Fleischmann, afier leaving home, went | 
to Philadelphia, whtre he worked in a} 
restaurant for two months. Afterward he 
enlisted in the navy, and was sent here 
for training. He jumped ship and went 
to Richmond, where he was arrested and 
returned to the Franklin. 

The boy enlisted under the name of 
Farrell, and stated that he was 22 years 
old. 


$1,000 REWARD WAS OFFERED

CONFIDENT TOGO WILL LOSE. 


Capt. von Essen Tells Why He Ex- 
. pects a Russian Sea Victory. 


‘ST. PETERSBURG, Thursday, May 4.— 
Capt. von Essen, a hero of Port Arthur 
and one of the ablest of Russian naval 
officers, discussing yesterday the coming 
naval battle in the Far East, took a rosy 
view of Rojestvensky’s prospects and as- 
serted that he had a great advantage in 
Many respects over the original Port Ar- 
thur squadron. He said: 

“Take the matter of telescopic sights 
for instance, which are almost indispen- 
sable in engagements at the extreme 
ranges now usual. The Port Arthur fleet 
was without them, and was unable to 
obtain the sights on account of the cut- 
ting of communications, while Rojestven- 
sky's big guns are all equipped. 

“Furthermore, we know that Togo’s 
ships were severely pounded in the battle 
of Aug. 10. The ordnance of the Japanese | 
ships suffered especially, and, though 
some of the twelve-inch guns miy have | 
been replaced, it is impossible ‘hat alt} 
can have been renewed. The battle will 
be decided by the twelve-inch guns.”’

In these modern days, every man is constantly confront- 
ed with questions of history covering a wide range of space 
and time, but very few men have either the library room 
or the means to keep on hand a*complete file of histories 
for reference.

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HOW WE CAN TRADE WITH GER- 
MANY. 

We note without surprise the fact 
that some of the extreme protectionists 
speak of the recent tariff policy of Ger- 
many as “unfriendly” to this country. 
So far as they are concerned, it should 
be regarded rather as flattering, for 
Germany has at last, and after much 
hesitation, advanced a good way toward 
our own policy. 

What in substance Germany has 
done is to fix two sets of tariff rates 
on pretty nearly all imports. One, 
known as “general,” embraces the 


rates that all countries must pay which} 


have no reciprocity treaties with Ger- 
many. The other embraces much lower 
rates which can be secured by those 
countries which are willing to make 
corresponding reductions in their’ own 
tariffs. One of the chief objects of this 
mew policy was to shut out the com- 
petition of the United States and Great 
Britain, both of which countries had 
g commercial treaty with Germany en- 
titling them to the treatment of the 
most favored nation. That claim is} 
now met by the fact that any reduc- 
tion of tariff rates nhust be purchased— 
to use a plain phrase—by an equivalent 
favor to Germany. Great Britain im- 
poses no tariff rates on imports gener- 
ally from Germany, save in a few cases, 
such as wines and liquors. She is, 
therefore, without any basis for a 
*“ deal,” and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is mak- 
ing the most of this situation as an 
argument for his policy. But there is 
ample basis for one in the tariff of | 
the United States, and Germany will} 
probably not be backward in seeking to} 
take advantage of it. 

As to both imports and exports, our | 
trade with Germany is important, and | 
second in variety and amount only to | 
our trade with the United Kingdom. 
Our total trade for the last year re- 
corded in detail was $313,614,137, of 
which some $120,000,000 was imports 
and some $194,000,000 exports. Of the 
imports some $92,000,000, or 75 per cent., 
was dutiable.

IMPORT OF CHICAGO STRIKE. 


What a Victory for the Teamsters’ 
Union Would Mean. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The teamsters’ strike now on in 
cago should vitally interest the entire 
business community of the country, If 
this strike should be arbitrated, or settled 
in any way other than the utter defeat 
of the teamsters’ union, the consequences 
will be of the greatest seriousness. It 
will establish a precedent that business 
cannot be carried on anywhere except 
by consent of teamsters. They become 
the controlling power in every labor dis- 
pute. 

Montgomery Ward & Co. had trouble 
with some garment workers over hours 
or wages. The teamsters’ fiat went forth 
that no freight Or express matter should 
be hauled from or delivered to that firm; 
that they should have no coal; that no 
ashes or rubbish should be hauled away; 
further, that no freight should be hauled 
to or from any firm that undertook to 
deliver goods or receive goods from 
Ward & Co. ; 

There are plenty of teamsters ready 
and willing to haul freight to and from 
the boycotted firm. Absolutely the only 
way by which the strike lasts a day is 
on account of violence committed by the 
union teamsters in the public streets. 
The teamsters have heretofore taken 
the same position in hotel and apartment 
house and many other classes of strikes, 
including building operations. This is 
the union custom. If any concern in any 
line of business has a labor trouble in 
which the teamsters’ union thinks the 
strikers are justified, no freight of any 
kind can be hauled to or from that con- 
cern or to or from any concern dealing 
with the firm under the ban of the union. 
Street blockades and clubbing and killing 
are their regular methods of carrying out 
their warfare. 

Chicago has suffered from the tyranny 
of the teamsters for many years, but at 
last the business community have united 
forces to emancipate themselves from 
such an intolerable situation. They have 
plenty of teams and teamsters ready to 
work, if the public streets can be kept 
free from violence and riot. It is such a 
strike as this that the President of the 
Unitea States is asked to arbitrate and 
settle. 

It is to be hoped that the public au- 
thorities will do nothing in this affair 
but to quell riot and disorder with so 
much of the police and. military force of 
the city first, the State next, and the 
United States last as may be required.

women of very modest means, ‘have 
thought it not out of order to testify their 
love and appreciation of Dr. Frissell by 
presenting him a purse of $800.’’ 


SONS COULDN’T KEEP MONEY. | 


Therefore Nelson Changed Will— 
Paintings to Museum. 


The will of William Nelson, who died 
on April 8, at his home, 5 East Highty- 
sixth Street, was filed for probate in the 
Surrogate’s Office yesterday. The bulk 
of the estate is left in trust for the bene- 
fit of the widow, Marie C. Nelson, who 
gets the two estates on the Hudson, 
known as “The Knolls” and “ Spray- 
side,’ together with their contents, and 
the house at 5 East Eighty-sixth Street. 
She is also to receive $90,000 in cash and 
all the life insurance benefits due from 
the Produce Exchange, of which her hus- 
| band was a member. 

A historical painting of Washington 
receiving Lafayette, the work of Rossi- 
ter and Mignot, is bequeathed to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. A painting 
of St. Peter’s at Rome by George Cook 
is also left to the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. 

There are four codicils to the will, the 
last one dated shortly before the death 
of Mr. Nelson. They materially change 
the bequests provided for in the body of 
the will, notably those to the testator’s 
sons. By the original will the sons, Will- 
iam, Horatio, and Harvey, were each to 
receive $15,000 in cash, and were to share 
equally in the résidue of the estate, but 
the stipulation was made that $20,000, 
which Horatio received, and a similar 
amount which William had received, was 
to be charged to their accounts in di- 
viding the residue. One of the codicils 


upsets these bequests, saying: ‘ Finding 
my sons, William, Horatio, and Harvey, 
are not equal to keeping money,” and 
then providing that the executors are to 
establish trust funds from which William 
and Harvey are to receive a yearly in- 
come of $2,500, and Horatio an income 
of $3,500 a year. 

The sum of $15,000 {s to be set aside for 
the benefit of each of the younger chil- 
dren, Gerald Desmond, Marie and Ger- 
trude Nelson. 


METROPOLITAN WINS SUIT. 


Assessment on Capital Stock for 1897 
Is Ordered Vacated. 


The Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany, which brought an action in the Su- 
preme Court to have reviewed the action 
of the Tax Department in levying an as- 
sessment on the company’s capital stock 
for the year 1897, in which the assess- 
ment was fixed at $10,134,950, won its 
case yesterday, when Justice Bischoff 
confirmed the report of Referee-Hamilton 
Odell. The referee held practically that 
the assessment should be set aside for the 
reason that the “ taxable assets”’ of the 
railway company were exceeded by the 
““deductable liabilities.’" In confirming 
the referee’s report that the assessment 
should be stricken from the assessment 
roll and wholly vacated, Justice Bischoif 
says that the referee’s conclusion is based 
upon the finding that the taxable assets 
of the railway company are exceeded by 
the deductable liabilities by something 
over $16,000,000, 

‘In round numbers,” says Justice 
Bischoff in his opinion, ‘‘the referee's 
finding is that the assets in the form of 
securities, cash in bank, tangible personal 
property, and real estate, consisting of 
tracks in the street and property other 
than tracks, lessened by the assessed 
value of real estate, aggregate $3,625,000, 
and the outstanding liabilities deductable 
under the statute, and consisting of ac- 
counts payable, together with the indebt- 
edness represented by bonds issued by 
several railway companies, liability on 
which was assumed by the relator in the 
ccurse of consolidation of the debtor com- 
panies, aggregate a little over $20,000,000."

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EVANGELISTS TO SWEEP 
WHOLE GREATER CITY 


Non-Sectarian Wagon Campaign 
Begins Next Tuesday. 


TO START AT THE CITY HALL 


Band of City Clergymen of All Protest- 
ant Denominations to Make 
Open-Air Addresses. 


If the plans of the committee of clergy- 
men arranging the matter do not mis- 
carry, ‘‘open air evangelism” a week 
hence will be sweeping the city from a 
base on the City Hall steps, and 1f the 
first few meetings are successful Dr. C. 
L. Goodell of Calvary Methodist Episcopal 
Church, who is Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, says that the evangelical 
campaign, with the aid of tents and 
wagons, will be carried from Coney Isl- 
and to the limits of the Bronx. From 
cart tail ends clergymen of all denomi- 
nations, who have banded themselves to- 
gether for this work, will preach in the 
open streets to Wall Street men, Sixth 
Avenue shoppers, and factory girls—all 
who will stop to listen. 

The clergymen whose names appear on 
the list of those who will take active parts 
in the campaign, besides Dr. Goodell, are 
Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, Plymouth Church; 
Dr. Henry Mottet, Church of the Holy 
Communion; Dr. Coffin, pastor-elect of 
the Madison Avenue Presbyterian Church; 
Dr. J. G. Fagg, Marble Collegiate Church; 
Dr. Charles Cuthbert Hall, President of 
the Union Theological Seminary; Dr. R. 
S. MacArthur, Calvary Baptist Church; 
Dr. W. C. Bitting, Mount Morris Baptist 
Church; Dr. J. F. Carson, Central Pres- 
byterian Church of Brooklyn; Dr. E. 8. 
Tipple, Grace Methodist Episcopal Church; 
Dr. McAfee, Lafayette Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, and some others. 

The banding together of the clergymen 
whose names appear in the list marks in 
a novel way a breaking through the bar- 
riers of denominationalism. The financial 
part of the enterprise will be borne by 
the various churches, but no part of the 
campaign will be managed by any par- 
ticular denomination. It is a common 
movement, say those interested, for Chris- 
tlanity and the good of the public. All the 
open air meetings will be accompanied by 
organ and cornet music. 

Dr. Goodell, when seen at his home, 136 
West One Hundred and Thirtieth Street, 
yesterday, said that the movement had 
been under consideration for some time, 
and would have to be begun in a small 
way. He expressed himself as confident, 
however, that such success would attend 
the first meetings that presently the com- 
mittee would see its way to extending the 
branches of the campaign. 

“We have already applied to the May- 
or,”’ said Dr. Goodell, ‘\for permission to 
open with a meeting every day on the 
Hall steps, beginning May 9 and 
ending probably about May 15. We have 
not as yet received a reply to this re- 
quest, but we understand that the Mayor 
j;regards the movement with favor. 

‘As soon as the result of our endeavors 
in that field are known to us we will then 
;branch out immediately. We have ar- 
|ranged for wagons which will travel 
| around the city—to Fifth Avenue, 
| Twenty-third Street, the east side, and 
the factory district in the west side. The 
singing at City Hall, by the way, will be 
conducted by Mr. F. H. Jacobs, who now 
conducts the singing at the Fulton Street 
noon meetings. 

‘* But all this is only preliminary to the 
tent work, which is our ultimate ambition. 
We have already arranged for four tents, 


and as the success of our campaign be- 
comes apparent we will get more. We will 
{have tents in or near all the parks, one 
|at Coney Island, probably, and one in the 
Bronx. 

“There has arisen some _ prejudice 
against so-called evangelical meetings, 
but the banding together of individual 
clergymen in this work is something new 
and ought to attract lots of people and do 
lots of good. Our meetings will not be too 
religious in tone. We will strive to give 
helpful instruction along both ethical and 
religious lines.’”’ 


OFF TO SEEK FIALA. 


Two Ziegler Expeditions Will Look for 
Brooklyn’s Artic Explorer.

Thereupon a member of: the syndicate 
was delegated to represent the ‘“‘ Ridgway 
Syndicate,” and after several conferences 
an agreement was entered into by which 
in return for a withdrawal of the “ Ridg- 
way Syndicate’’ bid a sum of money 
amounting to $10,000 was to be paid each 
member of that syndicate, together with 
further valuable considerations in the 
privilege to subscribe to a large quantity 
| of bonds to be sold at a price much below 
their value. 

“This agreement,’’ the affidavit con- 
tinues, ‘‘ was carried out. and the money 
paid over to the members of the syndi- 
cate, with the exception of T. D. Stinson 
and myself.

It may be seen from this state of affairs that, 
with the crowded condition of its finishing 
departments, if accidents should happen at 
any of its furnaces the corporation would im- 
mediately be in the market to purchase ad- 
ditional supplies of pig iron. 

The demand for steel billets is still so strong 
that premiums continue to be quoted above the 
offictal price. The structural trade is coming 
to the front with an increased activity.
